lowed to vote. 
t\t the birth of 
our 


country the t'ramers of the Constitu- 
tion made a .property quaUficat.on ne - 
essary for a man to vote. Since that 
Jtirae 'the States, ono by one, have been 
lessening the restrictions, until at the 
present 'time there are very few that 
require qualifications for the vo'ler.

more power than at present, and more 
respect was. given to the thoughts of 
wise men.

"If a class is detrimental to the in- 


terests of good government it should 
•be excluded from taking part In the 
government. 
Experience 
has taujru 


us in the last fifty years that by allow- 
ing unrestricted 
franchise 
to al! w 
have been declining in our munieipa' 
governments. 
*Many good and wise 


men have been brought to believe that 


the democratic form of government is 
a failure. 
This .condition Is brought 


about, by having 'the large element 
ot 


idle non-ta.xpayers controlled by bosses 
who fill fnem up on whisky and sway 
them for gain in office, either honest or 
dishonest. This has reached such an 
extent that it is impossible for good 
citizens to determine who are worthy 
candidates-and who are unworthy. 


"In most of our large cities more 


money is spent yearly for their govern- 
ment than it takes to run a kingdom. 
Then look at our streets, lights and 
water. 
One cannot visit any city in 


•the United States without feeling the 
moral degradation in the admlnistra- 
tnn. 
The presence of t'he boss is tf.it 


everywhere. We no sooner get rid of 
one elephant than another is thrusr. 
upon us. The voter votes for what he 
:hinks is right and afterward finds he 
has voted for a job. 


"The system now stands out in bold 


relief, crying for reparation. 
In the 


State at larse the evil is not so con- 
spicuous because it is in the cities that 
the idle element is fostered. 
But the 


smaller cUles and towns are beginning 
to pattern after the large cities and 
aoon the corruption will be complete. 


"In European cities they have a bet- 


ter city government than we have at 
a much less tax. This is especially the. 
case In the cities of England and Scot- 
land. 
There it is considered an honor 


.0 hold an office, although there Is no 
'alary attached to it. 
The basis of 


.heir sucess Is the fact that every voter 
•must be a tax-payer find they see that 
good men are put in office to govern 
chern 
You will find no saloon men in 
'.he legislatures of English cities, while 
in some of the cities of t'he United 
States you will find one-half saloon 
men. 
The gas and water works'and 


street railroads, a,e also owned by the 
English cities and pay a gc-od ciivi- 
lond to their owners. 


"Now contrast the cities of these two 


people of the same race and then ask 
what is the cause of the 
difference. 


The fact is too .apparent. 
We Tiavt 


oeen on the decline ever since we have 
become to enfranchise idle voters. The 
non-taxpayers are a cancer in our gov- 
ernment system and the knife must oe 
used to cut the ulcer out before It af- 
•ects our whole system. 
I would pro- 
pose to do it, not by disenfranchising 
present voters, but by making future 
vcters qualify by paying tt.xes, the 
registration to be taken "by the tax 
collector."
